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THE CLATMH OF THE NORTH. 

Our cDi'rusiiunileiil "Xnrth Yictdrian," 
niftkos ail excelloiit siiL,'i^est imi. This city 
lioeda ai)lliirea. ISeaciui Hill Park is a 
boiiutiful pleasiii'u gniuiitl but it ia not all 
that is required. It is iiut in tlie city. 
What is wanted to supplement it are op- 
enings in the city itself — breathing places 
near to the dwellings of the people where 
tlio air which eirculatos through the oitj' 
iMiiy bo ptirilied aiitl whore tho woniuii 
and tho children get, the exiuoise thoj' 
neeil, and the uicii, tired after thoir day's 
work, limy ait or lounge or stroll and en- 
joy tlieiiiSLdves without lirst having to 
take a long walk. Tho citizens of Korth 
Victoria have a gotd claim for -.i piaco of 
recreation. Tlitiy arc at a very consider- 
able distance from the public p.trk and 
they cannot reap any advantage from it 
without losing time which they cannot 
always spare when they need fresh air 
and rest. Tho piece of land is in a con- 
venient situation and is well adapted for 
a public recreatiiui ground. A si|uare 
ill tho centre of tho city, a line i)ark on 
its south aiile, and tlie iiKidest triaiigli! at 
the north aide aro the very least that 
Victoria .should havo in tho way of rocroa 
tinn grounds. It was a great oversight 
that spaces for public aipmres were not 
reserved when tlie town was laid out. 
In places of far less iniportiinue than Vic- 
toria ample provision has been made f<ji 
recreation grounds. The mistake tiiat 
has been made should be corrected with 
the least possible delay. Land in Vic- 
toria ia becoming more and more cxjion' 
sive, and if tlio plot.s iiou available are 
not securod at once they may bu 
tikeii by private citizens and liuilt upon, 
and so lost to the city fur all time. In 
appropriating land for sijuares the Cor- 
poration would be conferring a benefit not 
only on the citizens of Victoria of the 
present generation, but of all future gen- 
erations. Tliu comfort, tho conveniencQ 
and the health of Victorians demand that 
they should have sfpiarcs easy of access to 
them all, and the present is tho right 
time to Hecuro thorn. As they are in- 
tended to be for the use of the citizeiia of 
the future as well aa of the ])roaenl, it is 
only fair that citi/.ais of tho ne.\t and 
other goiieratioiia .should pay tliuir sliaro 
of tho money required to purciiase them.

We arc glad to sou that tiiu nuinbor of 
persons presenting themselves for exam- 
ination before the Civil Service Examin- 
ers is decreasing. The very groat eageir- 
iiess exhibited by young Canadians for 
positions in the Civil Sei-vice was a bad 
sign. It iiidicucd that there is a largo 
proportion of t lie young niuii of Canada 
who are either uuablo or afraid to strug- 
glo for an iiidepemleiit lividihood in the 
various walks of life o|ieii to them in their 
own country. \ living can be, with com- 
parative ease, in.ido ill the publii; ser'.'ico. 
The work ia, for thu most part, routine 
requiring for its succcasful perforniaiicc a 
minimum of intelligence, cnterpriao and 
energy. A man who enters the Civil 
Service has, it may be said, no career. 
The [iri/.es which life has to offer the 
onoigclic and capable Canadian are not 
for him. Ilu may li.ivc promotion in the 
service and a few luiiidied dollars a year, 
if ho is uncinuinouly lucky, may bo added 
to his salary, but be is cr.'unped and 
fettered by tho restraints of (dlice, and 
the chances are that after a few eftorta to 
bettor his condition he boconios a pntiont 
and unambitious official drudge, Iniving 
no part in the busy bustling world, 
which ho catchoH glimpses .of 
through (bo windows of his office. 'He 
is in, not of the world. 'I'he world'a dia- 
cipliiio which liringa out (he i|iialitii-.s 
which we're lutein in his dull schooltellnw 
and till) world's ebancoa which lift him 
out (if tho rut ill which he started, are 
not for lliiii. Ilu ia not iiMpiired to 
"rustle," and ho mia-jua the benetits which 
man more nioagrely endowed by nature 
gain by rustling. The consequence is 
tha^ njne out of ten Of the successful can- 
didates for posts in tho Civil Service are, 
BO to speak, buried in thu odious in which 
they are employed. Tho remaining tenth 
win tho prizes which (ho departiiiuiitfl 
have to oiler, and what aru (hey after all ? 
They ure Hjiiall nud valiioloss compared 
with what the .saiiiu men iiiiglit have gjiin- 
od if they had entered the race of lifu o|ioii 
to all-oomor.H when (hey were young and 
vigorous, and they have jiaid for tlium by 
a lifetime of toil of tho dullest and most 
deadening kind. 
The Civil Service presento but a barren 



and unexciting field for the energien and. 
thu activities of tliu average young Can- 
adian, and wu are glad to see that it is 
beginning to lose its attractions for our 
young people. < )tlico hunting is an un- 
productive and domuriilizing employuiunt, 
and the life of an office-holder is far from 
being an enviable one. 

We see that SSl^young men passed the 
Civil 'Service '' examinations which were 
held a; few weekilagO;-' Of these 261 have 
biken the preliminary tost and 130 the 
qualifying test. Thu number of candi- 
dates for oxainiimtiun has fallen off con- 
siderably. Formerly the examinations 
wore held lialf-yoarly. and at each exam- 
ination a thousand and more candi- 
datoa oiiered. Now, the examinations uru 
yearly and there are not half the number of 
candidates. Ono reason of this very no- 
ticeable decline, in the number of can- 
didates no doubt is that itihasioome to be 
known that the man who passes even a 
brilliant examination ia by no moans sure 
of an appointmeut. He is simply (juali- 
liod for ai. appointment, but tho chances 
of his getting one if ho has no iiilluuiice 
are very slim indeed. This may bo for- 
tuiiaro for him, but ho gunorally does not 
think so at the time. iSeoiiig how very 
few of those who pass the Civil Service 
examination get eiuploymont in tho pub- 
lic service youug people conclude that 
there is very little to be gained by quali- 
fying thoinsolvos for tlune examinations. 

HOME FiaURKS. 

Tho report of the Minister of Internal 
Rovonuo ftlForda soino ovidoiico as to thu 
real progress of tonipuraiieo in tho Do- 
minion. Wo sue from it how many gal- 
lons of spirits and nialtli(|Uor sreie iiiaiui- 
facturod in it ktst year ond tire able to 
make a coiiiparisou with the number dis- 
tilled anil browed in [irevious yuars. Wu 
liiid tliat tho e.\cisu revenue for the years 
1887-S was 30,010,01)1, in 1880-7 it was 
S0,4«G,151. In 188»-4 it was $5,545,391 . 
The part of last year's excise revonue 
paid by the distillers was 83,0!i'.i,Ulb, 
the year before it was ?3,737,3;i9. But 
although tlie'-rev.onuo from apiiits was 
greater in 1887 than it was in 1888 there 
was a grotiter ipiantity manufactured in 
tho latter year, llore are tho tiguros: In 
188IJ-87 the tpiantity of spirits innnufnc- 
turod was u,ll'.),r)0<) gallons, in 1887-88 it 
was 5,514,58U. In 188.'! 84 there were man- 
ufactured in Canada 4,207,.">7l> gallona of 
apirits. Thoavorago <piaiitity distilled for 
the last fivis years has been 4,315,537 gal- 
lons. So that last year's product of the 
distilleries was 1,199,052 gallons above 
the average. Tho report says that the in- 
creased production last year was due U> 
the necessity of laying in a stock of a|)ir- 
its for maturing as reipiired in view of the 
proviaioiia of section blK of (lie lulanii 
Uuvenue Act. From this we infer that 
the Ipiantity actually coiisumed la.it year 
was nut greater than that of former years. 

We find that the quantity of malt 
matmfactured in tho Dominion lost year 
was 54,282,943 pounds, of this 5,470,338 
pounds were exported. There were in 
tho beginning of the year 20,270,834 
pounds of malt in the warehouses, 
and at the end of it llt,770,r)!l!l 
IJoiiiid.s. ' In 18S:!,S4 the i|UaiitUy of 
miilt maimfactured was o."!, ! 17, till! pounds, 
and the average for tile four years ending 
.lime, 1887, was ;)l,llliO,'JI)!), The <|Uan- 
tity of malt li(pior brewed last year was 
J,'>,!)44,002 galloi.a; tho year bofore it was 
14,780,285. The (juaiitity produced at 
an earlier date is nut given. From theac 
figures it would appear that the consump - 
tion of malt liquors is on the increase in 
Canada.

A CONFIRMATION. 

Tho -Vlaska Free, /'ic.s.s conlirnis tho sad 
.uid ilisgracofiil stories that have of lati^

.Vlaska. The heading which it gives to 
the article in which it diaeuases that uii- 
leasaiit subject i.s sigiiiticant. It is 
Diabolical but 'J I'ruo. " The story 
it tells is a very disgraceful one 
and shows that tho Indiatis, male 
and fomale, have not been elevated 
by their intercourse with the whites. 
Our northern contemporary admits thai 
there is a trade in Indian women and girls 
conattintly going on in all parts of Al.iska. 
The moil sell tliuir female relatives to the 
wliito men, and iiieru childruii are often 
bought and sold. The im|irosaion which 
the l''ii:r /'/v.sa seeks to convey is that In- 
dians go into this beastly biisine.sa volun- 
tarily and that, dreadful to say, they send 
their girl children to the inissionary 
aohools in order that they may learn tin; 
language and ways of white people and so 
bring a higher price In the girl market. 
X'lthing is said of the ill-usage which tlje 
poor creatures receive but there is a hint 
of ono of tho dreadful consorpionccs to the 
Indians of the state of things that is al- 
lowiid to exist. The miners do not apjiear 
to bo worse than tlu^ir neighbors in this 
matter. Tbero is no occasion, one of their 
loading men says, to use force, the In- 
dians are iiioiu willing to sell than they 
are to buy. From the account we infer 
that the Indians, men and women, are 
fearfully depraved, and what is very sad 
indeed, is that among tho worst of them 
are boys and girls, or rather i young men 
mid women who have attended the mis- 
sionary schools. The writer of tho ac- 
count before us has evidently contracted 
a strong prejudice against Mr. .lackson, 
(lie ediicatiiiiial agent, audit is hardly 
Hiifu todopoiid on what he says regarding 
that functionary. Hut it ia moat deplor- 
able and a reproach to civilization that 
the Indians of Alaska cannot live among 



f, civilised and a nominaljy Christian 
people without auffering bcjth moral and 
physical dotorioiatioii. Tho Govorniiient 
of the United States will no doubt, now 
(bat tho horrible abuses have been ex- 
posed, use its authority to bring about the 
reforms that are so greatly needed.

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ALL ABOUT RATS. 

The \rito1fi Family Caiiic from A«l>, Bal 

Only t;rtty Oii.jB Survive. 
Till) bliiL'k i\nd brown rats are particu- 
larly (te.scrvinf,' uf nulicc, and arc tbo most 
widolv distributod over tbo world, accord^ 
ing to 11 writer in the San Francisco Chron- 
id . It iri not known wliero or bow thoy 
wi-n; introduced into Knropo first, but it 
must liiive b(H>ii in roceut timca, aa the 
luu■i^.■lll^, Uhl not know them. Thoy botb ap- 
pear to be iKHlve.s of tlio central part of 
A.sia. The bi-own rat found its way to Eu 
roi)o in the bOKinning of the eighteenth 
century, and roaebetl Britain and tbo west- 
ern countries of Europe about tbo middle of 
that epoch. Tho Jacobites of Britain bad 
the notion that they came with the houso of 
nuiiiirer. as thoy appeared about that timo, 
ami therefore clui.se to call thom tho Haa 
overian rat. Thoy are aonietimes erroneous- 
ly calh.'d tho Norway rat. 

The brown rat is hii f^er and more power- 
ful that the blaeli rat, and they aro deadly 
foes. The brown rat has succeeded in caus- 
ing an almost total disappearance of the 
black rat in places where it was very numer- 
ous. Accordiiit; lo Mr. HudeweU's theory, 
the niiiniier in which the brown ratbasaui)- 
plauled its black foe is by lovo iustoad of 
war. Tlie browns being tbo stronger, carry 
olT the fiMiiaies of the blacks by force, and 
thus jic accounts for tbo curious kind of parti- 
colored offspring which may bo found in 
i^France. These rats infest ships, and so are 
carried to the most distant parts of the 
world, some of thoiii gettingasboro at every 
port and e«tablishing new colonies. The 
black rat is nearly seven inches long, and 
the brown grows to be ton iacbes, with a 
tmi eight inches louf,--. jioth speoies are ex- 
tremeiy prolilic, producing from ten to 
fourteen at a birth. When thoy aro pressed 
by hunger they do not hesitate to devour 
the weaker of their kind. 

Tbo rat's novcr-l'ailiiig appetite is es- 
pecially useful in devouring aniniul and 
vegetable substances, tho putrefaction of 
which would otherwise bo productive of 
postUence. It is said thut the visits of the 
plague to Western Europe and Brltuiu have 
cotksed from tbo time when rats bpcamo 
plentiful. 

Tholr sense of smell is very acute, ao 
much so that ratcatchers are careful to 
glove their bands when setting their traps. 
The profcssiouul rat-catchor in England 
wears u brass image of u rat as a sign of 
his business. Tho ways and means of 
catching thom are a professional secret. 
They procure them alive and sell thom to 
ratpit keepers. Those pitrkeepera have a 
sort of hole whore they let tho rats loose 
and dogs are set on them. Crowds of boys 
and men pay to see this cruel sport The 
skin of rats is made mto gloves in Paris, 
and in Siberia there is a field mouse, that 
stores up suuh quantities of dried roots and 
other food to last through the long winter 
of that country that half-starved . people 
there bant their nosts and carry oft most of 
the food for their own use. 

A t,roop of trained rats were exhibited 
some time ago, dressed like men and 
'vvomen. Thoy walked on their hind legs 
and went through a sort of play, one act of 
which was to hang a cat and dance around 
the body. 

UNSKILLED LABOR. 

IVIiut At«ii 'Witliimt » Truilo Kura In the 
City of OblcaKO. 
"There is hardly such a thing imaginable 
as unskilled labor among men," said an in- 
telligent mechanic to a Chicago Jfewt re- 
porter. "Wo hear tho term used very 
often," he continued,' "because it dls- 
thiguistaes the common laborer from the 
skilled %vi>rkman. It is a fact, however, 
that no matter how bumble a man's occupa- 
tion may be he still must have some skill. 
The one who shovels on the street must 
know how to use his shovel or he can not 
perform the work to his bwn advantage or 
that of his employer. A man can not chop 
wood with any proilt unless he can swing 
the axe skUlfuIly; neither can he carry tho 
hod unless ha knows how to load the brick 
in it and how to climb the ladder. There 
seems to be no such thing among civilized 
men as unsldlled labor, but there is such a 
thing as a trade. It is not the independent 
mech'anlowho needs the protection that is 
afforded, by a union hidf so much as the 
helpless laborer who has no trade. He is 
at themercy of every body, and no one fails 
to take advantage ol his weakness. 1 my- 
self have seen strong, able-bodied Swede? 
go mto the luinbei'-yards of Chicago and 
get but ninty cents a day, while men whc 
could not do half as much work as they got 
simply because tho Swede could nol 
speak English. Tho Swede had learned tc 
do lh(.: work by serving a short apprentice- 
ship, buiadvanta'gewastakenof his igno- 
rani-o." 

The common laborei-, who has only his 
muscle to sell, has uiiK.-h to contend with 
m Chicaj-'o. His more sl;dlful brothers have 
sought to iH-dti'cl themselves from the av- 
arice uf capital by I'liriniiiL' unions, and have 
succeeded in tlii.'tat iiig t<i what extent thoy 
may be imiiosed upun. Under these cir- 
cumstances the Inirdeii of the common la- 
borer bus been iiiiule liarilerto bear and the 
uvarici; of capital falls upon his devoted 
bead alone, llarcly is tlie cimiiiiou laborer 
paid a sum sullii-icnt to maintain his family 
uud educate his children. If he works uiion 
the railroad m any ca|):icity his income is 
never nioro than ?1.10 a ilay; and when his 
board at tlu; rate of ^1 a week is paid not 
niucb remains fur his family. In the rail- 
road frei.L'ht hous(,'S he receives from il.'ZTi 
lo^l 50 a day, and in the barns of tlie street 
railroad conipanics Ik? gels 41.50 a day on 
the Norlh side ami .sl.lVi ., on the West and 
South sides. In tin? himiier yards tho pay 
ranges from 'M cents to Jl.5il a day, old men 
receiving even less than '.HI cents. In tbo 
laborof unloading boats tlie pay is never 
more than :30 cents an hour, ami the work 
is exceedingly irregular. Jlen who work 
about buildings in the course of erection, 
helping brick-layers ami stone-masons, got 
an average of 1.l;5 a day. In the matter of 
hours the common labori'i- is again subject- 
ed to hardsbiiis, having to remain long after 
he sees skilhHl vvorkmeii laj' down their 
tools and go home. With these indisputa- 
ble facts before him, every boy should take 
a warning anil iiecdine master of some mo- 
Chunical art befuii.^ bis maturity.

- AMONG SAWDUST MEN. ' 

How They DofraiKl I'eril.ant Creiituros 
fniin ttiu ICurul DistrlctH. 

A Now York detective, chatting about the 
doings of sawdust men, related to a I'hila- 
delpliia I'rcss correspondent tho following 
instructive incident: I was staiulmg in i he 
Pennsylvania ferry house, foot of L'i>urt. 
land street, early oao morning just as the 
passengers of a through train landed in this 
city. Among them was a man whose' ap 
pearance was so peculiar that my attention 
was attracted to liim at once. Ho was over 
six feet in height, slenderly built and 
clothed in rather uncouth garments, llio 
most conspicuous of which was a very long 
frock coat of a military pattern and of Uio 
color known in tho South as "butternut." 
He wore a round topped hat with a very 
broad brim. His hair was long and hung 
down upon his shoulders. Ho had a sandy 
mustache, and he carried a valise. I ob- 
served liim closely, for ho was a delightful- 
ly " fresh " subject. 

Suddenly I became aware that I was not 
tho only person who was taking e.n unusual 
interest ill tho itraugor's affairs. Two iiu ii, 
standing together in such a position as to 
be somewhat withdrawn from general oli- 
servuUon, woro watching tho new arrival 
sharply, though warily. 1 had an indistinct 
impression that one of thom liad once been 
pointed out to mo as a man who would steal 
if cU'cumstonces permitted. As I after- 
wards learned, they were Jim Johnson and 
"Bat" Bweenoy, who aro known to tho 
profession as "stoerors." 

These two gentlemen watched the stran- 
ger frbiit the couiitry, and I watched thom, 
- remeinb'ering the text about tho man who 
"came, down from Jerusalem to Jericho 
and fell ikmoiig thieves." When tho visitor 
left the ferry-honso he was followed at a 
respectful 'distance by Messrs. Johnson 
and Sweeney. This settled the question in 
my mind, and I joined the procession. 
After some delays wo reached a hotol on 
Broadway. Sweeney and Johnson then 
withdrow'andr remained to await the de- 
velopments. Tho stranger rogisterod at 
oneo and went to his room. Shortly there- 
after he received a call from a gontlemau 
named Brady. 

After a brief interview tho unfortunato 
and Brady camo down-stairs and passed 
out upon tho street, the latter following 
somo twenty paces behind tho former. In 
this way they ^valked up Broadway a few 
blocks, then crossed to the BoWory and pro- 
ceeded down that thoroughfare.

Accordingly we dodged Brady, who was 
retracing his steps, and cauu! up with tho 
countryman. "My friend,'' said Ncwconibo, 
"do you know that you're going to be swin- 
dled out of all your money!" 

"No, sir, I did'nt," said the countryman. 

" Well, you aro. The man wlio just left 
you is to return with another who is to sell 
you some counterfeit money. Am 1 right ;'' 

"Supposin' you be," was tho reply, "it 
ain't none o' your business, and don't you 
forget it. Tliat's my advice to you, young 
man, and you can gamble on it. I ain't no 
tenderfoot, and I'm all right." 

"You think you are," said Ncwcombc, 
" but if you buy counterfeit money of these 
men vou will liad that you have been swin- 
dled." 

"Nobody don't pull any wool over my 
eyes," said the countryman, and was pro- 
ceeding to give Newcombo a history of his 
many marvelous exploits, when Brady anil 
another man hove in sight coming uj) the 
street When they saw Neweombe they 
turned about, walked rapidly toward the 
Boweiy and finally broke into a run. Tlic 
man from beyond civiUzation^vas surprised. 

Ho seemed to be a decent sort of fellow, 
and Newcombo invited him down to his 
office. There the man from Arizona told his 
story. His name was J. L. Uormordy. He 
bad been lur0d toKewTork ha tho usual 
way. "There's lots of boys out my way 
who have been roped in by these follers," 
said he. " You see, out there 'wo don't make 
mui'h money, and when we do make any it 
comes in a heap. Just about the timo a man 
rakes in a little pile he hears from New 
York.

The "writer," as ho is called, scinhi 
out his letters to addresses in coniiiicn-ial 
directories or to men ho hears uf from local 
crooks. The eouiitryinaii comes to the city 
with all he can raise, goes to a hotel ami is 
mot by some Buch man as Brady, to whniu 
he is induced to surrender tlie corres|>iii,-l- 
ence. Tho affair is then in charge of tlie 
••boodler," a man who holds tho money. In 
this eawii Brady was the "steerer." Ho 
takes his man as far as tin; "turning point," 
so called, where ho is left till hi- is sutU- 
eiently nervous to bo run inlo the juiiit and 
lleeceil.

He is in- 
variably induced to express tho valise to his 
boniu for fear tho doteclivcs will arrest him 
for having counterfeit money. It is need- 
less to say that the valise which goes by 
ex press is tiot the one that contuius the 
money.

A iNORTHERN PUBLIC PARK. 

To THE Editok :— Whilst tho southern 
portionof this beautifuloitycan bo'isiof one 
of the moa^u elii^ibly situated and attractive 
public parks in my part of the ifforld, it 
is to be regretted that no place of public 
outdoor recreation and resort is available, 
or rather provided, for the residents of 
the extreme northorii portion of the 
municipality. There is, however, an ex- 
tensive piece of land at the junction of 
Douglas and Government streets which 
might bo very reasonably acquired and 
converted into a pleasure and recreation 
ground for both young and old. The lo- 
cality to which 1 refer asiumos the shape 
of the apex of the triangle formed by the 
two leading thoroughfares mentioned 
above. For more reasons than one it is 
not adapted for building purjioses, i.e., for 
private reaidences ; J)ut for tho object at 
present in view il ia peculiarly fit. Its 
extent is three and a half acres, and just 
at present there is every probability the 
city could secure it ut a very moderate 
iigure. It is to be hoped the question 
will at least " receive the serious 
consideration of the proper authori- 
ties, for, whilst not envious of 
southern Victoria in tho oiijoyinent 
of the loveliness and attractions of Beacon 
Hill Park, it seeina only reiisonable that 
Northern Victoria too should have her 
place of recreation for thoso who can only 
occasionally allbrd time for the lengthy 
Btroll to the far southern city limits. Tho 
children attending the ward schools would 
find the recreation ground u groat boon, 
fur some of them live at such a diabmco 
from tho school-house that it is impossible 
for them to go home and return within 
the time allotted for dinner and outdoor 
exercise. A confeieneo lield between tho 
board of iildurnien and the board of 
school trustees would most likely result 
in placing the 'project in some tangible 
.shape, and with this imrpose in view it is 
hoped the BUggeslion cuntained herein 
will not bo lost sight of, but will be 
speedily acted upon.

SANITARY. 

To -I'lii; FiUToii: — The new board alder 
moil for 18,S!) having |>laced themaelves 
in working order, and to all appearance 
with a determination to proceed to buai- 
iieas without delay, I lieg leave to oll'or a 
few remarka on tho sanitary question for 
their consideration. I find there exists a 
diverailication of opinion among various 
city otbcials and others with regard to the 
combined or separate systems of drainage. 
In niy opinion the separate system will be 
far preferable to that of tho combined. 
Tho basis of my views <ni this subjecL are 
formed from jiractical experience in aani- 
tary work in England. In that country 1 
had tho honor of asaisting in the carrying 
out of a^ivcral sanitary schemes, the whole 
of whicli wore on the separato system, and 
which gave general satisfaction. 

1 may add that in one instunco which 
came under my notice tho authorities had 
thought fit to adopt the combinod system, 
which proved a complete failure. 

Theoretical ideas on aaiiitjiry niattera 
are all very gooil in their place, but 1 
trust that the good sense of thoso in 
whose hands this very important question 
is placed will seek to obtain all the ])rac- 
tical advice they can to assist theia in 
their deliberations before they tiiiallyde 
cide on u question of such vital import- 
ance to the future welfare of this city.
